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RUSSIA'S MOVE ON CONSTANTINOPLE.
From the N, 1, Sun,

The report is enrrent in Furope that the Em-
peror Alexander has decreed the removid of the
eapital of the Russinn cmpire from St. Peters-
burg to Kiev, on the riverDnieper. A palace s
now building for him at the latter place, and
the Empress has pureh sed a large estate there,

I thi= report be troe, it 1s one of the most m-
portunt movements which Russia has made for
many years, Not only is it a formal advance
upon the grand system of policy devised and
commenced by Peter the Great for elvilizing his
empire aud lncorporating it into the family of
European natlons, but It is an announcement to
the world that the designg of Russin npon
Turkey are henceforth to be steadily and uore-
lentingly pursued.  Kiev 18 670 miles nearer
Constantinople than 8t. Petersburg; it is within
S0 miles of the port of Odessa, on the Black
Sea; and, by the ald of the railroads built and
s00n 1o be bullt, it is a point upon which, in the
shortest space of time, the whole military force
of Russin ¢an be concentrated, ready to march
immedintely upon either the Turkish or the
Hungarian frontier. Of course, it will speedily
he made an Immenseé depot of military stores,
and in the event of a war wonld be hoth canyve-
nient as o military base and us the headguarters
of military and civil government,

The seleetion of the new capital Is nlso signi-
fleant in another aspect, Kiev Is the great
religious metropolis of Russiu, Before the con-
version of the people to Chrigtianity it was the
sent “of their heathen worship, and the advan-
tages of loeation and assoclation which led to its
emingnee continue and maintwin that eminence
now, Within its precinets are the palace of the
Greek bishop, the venerable cathedral of St
Sophia, founded in 1057, and numerous other
churches, the famous Petchorskol monastery,
the catacombs of St. Anthony and St. Theodo-
sius, filled with the bones of Christian saints and
martyrs, and o thousand other objects of religi-
ous respect to the devont Russian. As the Em-
peror is the head of the Russian Church ns well
as uoeivll ruler, his tuking up lils residence in o
gpot hallowed by so many sacred memorice and
attractions may rru.-nunhf_v be regarded ns evi-
dence of an ntention to do r-\'l-r}'rhm;: i his
power to strengthen that personal hold upon the
affections of hix snbjects whieh lag always been
so remarkable an element of the strengeth of the
Russian emplre.
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THE “INSURRECTION IN GEORGIAY
From the Lowiagille (Ku.) Cotiriar,

We can learn nothing declsive o= to what hins
been done or Is o be done in regard Lo the two or
thiree murders recently committed In Georgla.
We do not see, from the accounts published,
that there 1s anything mysterious or remarkable
about them. but terrible threats have boon thun-
dered abroad by the radical authorities and or-
goans ns to what would be done, and we are
anxlously or at least curiously watehing to see
what will be.

The first notifiention we luad was thiat instruc-
tlons hud been sent to the willltry commanders
In Georgin to lnstitnte a thorough examination
into the Killing of Mr. Atking, an aged member
of the Georgia Legislature, amd of Dr, Ayer,
another aged member of tho sime body, and to
find out, It possilile, the perpetrators of those
crimes. We do not hear, however, of aay exami-
nitious made or set on foot by the willtary com-
muanders, I examinations are in progress, they
are conducted Vary sef !'rll_\'. Noba word 1s sald
ubout them. The press of both parties must
bave Instructions to be dumb in relation to them.
And the press, considering Its genernlly  inde-
pendent, not to suy rebellious charincter, 15 o this
case wonderfully submlssive to radical Instroce-
tiom,  The faet Is that no examination is in pro-
rrane under the auspices of the military com-
manders, and for the plain renson that there s
really nothing which the radicals wish to find
out, They would rather have ten commissions
to concedl the trath thunone to reveal it,

Next we were informed that o military foree
was to be sont forthwith from Washlogton to
unite with the military fores slready in Georgla
for the suppression of a domestle lnsurrection
tooextensive and formidnble to be suppressed by
othor means.
